Nbw York, July 18.— A Washington 
■pecial to the Poet says: It Is ascerUined 
that the object of the visit of Sir John 
Thurston, governor of the Fiji Islands, is to 
eoafer with the stata department on sonae 
features of affairs la the Hamoaa 
Islands, in whicb oivilised countriee 
have a common interest It is by virtue 
of his position as special comniiasioner to 
Samoa, aiid not because he is governor of 
the Fiji Islands, that he has s])eclal knowl> 
edge with respect to Samoan affairs. He ia 
now on his way to England to oonfor with 
the foreign oRlce as to iMMMt Md tO BMkko 
a personal report. 

Tlie ()ii>> Hubject in which the three coun- 
tries—the United States, Great Britain and 
Germany — have a common interest in the 
title to the lands. I^rge tract* have lieen 
sold by the natives to the foreignern, seven- 
ty-five thousand acres having l»een sold in 
one body to Germans, at very low prices. 
In some instanoes for not more than one 
dollar an acre. The consijHration has oft«n 
been ammunition and articles of l)arter, but 
the title to the lands, owing to the com- 
munistic system in which fainili(>8 fre- 
quently live, are not clear. Thxre has been 
a disposition to postpone the evil day, and 
as foreign countries, rivals to each other, 
are constaiitly acquiring large posKossions in 
the islands, it is deemed of ini|"irtaiice that 
there should be some adjustment of the diOi- 
cultiea. 

So great have been the complications that 
the natives have been forbiddmi by the .Sa- 
moan government to sell their lands, but 
they have not strictly ol)eye<l this order. 
The United States, if it is desired to reUin 
the advantagee which it now has in Samoa, 
will be obliged eoon to renew the treaty 
with that government; the present treaty,) 
which was the flnt wliiob *^an>im ever nego* 
tiated with any gOVOmMBl^ will 
July 3, l*st«. 

It is not probable that Sir John Thui'tton 
ia anxious to asxist our government to secure 
the negotiations of a new treaty, but Great 
Britain and Germany will undoubtedly co 
operate to improve the basis of the develop* 
ment of c<>niiner(« by coming to some un- 
derstanding as to land titles, an<l it is ad- 
mitted by lliose who have visitinl the iHlan<U 
that til.' i riiiiiont of Samoa will do what>- 
ever the great governmente named will 
unite in aaldng it to do.

Why Negroes Are ltarr«<l Out From 
Internatlonitl Uriil at Chicago. 
Chica(;o, July -'s. — "Why is it," asked a 
rejKirter for the United Press of Gen. C. 8. 
Itt'iitley, general manager of the Interna 
tioimi iniiitniy enuaiiiptilKnt, "that oom- 
jjanios coiMi.o^'-d of colored men will not be 
allowed to tuiiu |)art lu the luteroational 
encampment and drill f" 

"Because it is desirable that perfect har- 
mony ehonld prevail, and that would not be 
tlie ease if colored companies were allowed 
to participate. We reserved the right to 
reject applications for entry, and it la not 
our purpose to accept the entry of any oi^ 
ganixation, white or colored, that will inter- 
fere with perfect harmony among the 
troop*. I made the order entkwly on my 
own judgment, without ooneolting others 
directly intereeted. I made tiM daciaion and 
adhere to it becauee I did not and do not 
now think it wiae to bring unoonganial ele- 
ments together. TIm ooourreuoaa at tlie Na- 
tional military encampment in Waabington 
laat May ehowe that the admission of col- 
ored organizations would cause bad ftoling. 
Colored companies were allowad to partici- 
pate there, but they wei» oomp^d to camp 
apart from the other troopa; and certainly 
were oatraoiaed in many waye. I do aot

New York, July 36. —Charles Ooo<len, of 
Chicago, who was employed as a painter at 
the American exhibition in London, waa at 
Castle Ganlen tu-day trying to obtain 
trauaportation home. He tells a queer story 
of his experiences at the exhibition, which 
he pronounces a complete failure.

In conneetic'ii with tho adrnnt of the Volun- 
teer, and the consequent lessening; of the 
chances that the Thistle will have a nnlU- 
OTer, as many enthusiasts predicted a few 
week* ag;i>, a story lin.s coin<> to the surface 
here of thti truth of which there is no doubt, 
and which is t<K> (;ood to be [terinitt'ed to die 
of strauKulation on this side of tlie wat^r.

was a boat superior to anything afloat. Con-
